In  it  too  will  be  found  the  numerous  translations  of  the  Scriptures  and  general 
educational  works  produced  by  the  missionaries  and  their  co-laborers. 

The  manual  will  prove  a  unique  and  valuable  text  book  on  bibliography, 
containing,  as  it  does,  the  works  of  such  standard  writers  as  Bunyan,  Milton, 
Angus,  Carey,  Backus,  Judson,  Spurgeon,  Lorimer,  Hovey,  and  numbers  of  others 
widely  known  in  the  literary,  as  well  as  in  the  theological  world.  It  has  already 
been  ordered  by  the  Historical  Collection,  Hamilton,  by  Colgate  University 
Library,  Rochester  Theological  Seminary,  William  Jewell  College,  The  Southern 
Theological  Seminary,  Ky.;  The  Historical  Society,  Philadelphia;  The  Congres- 
sional Library,  and  several  public  libraries  and  institutions  of  learning.

BLACKWOOD,  Christopher. — This  author  was 
born  August,  1606,  and  studied  at  one  of  the 
Universities  in  England,  soon  after  becoming  an 
Episcopalian  minister  in  Kent.  Having  adopted 
Baptist  principles,  he  appears  to  have  gone  as 
Chaplain  with  the  Parliamentary  army  into  Ire- 
land in  1653,  and  organizing  a  Baptist  Church  in 
the  City  of  Dublin,  he  remained  its  pastor  until 
1660,  when  he  returned  to  London.  With  others 
he  signed  the  declaration  against  Venner's  rebel- 
lion in  that  year,  and  beyond  this  nothing  further 
appears  to  be  known  concerning  him.  He  was  a 
good  man,  greatly  opposed  and  persecuted,  both 
by  the  Episcopalians  and  Presbyterians  of  the 
time.

— A  minister  in  New  York 
State,  of  whom  but  few  particulars  have  been 
learned.  Mr.  Bliss  took  a  University  course,  and 
received  the  degree  of  A.M.  In  his  earlier  career 
he  was  for  some  time  a  Congregationalist,  and 
held  pastorates  of  several  Congregational  and 
Presbyterian  churches  in  western  New  York. 
Finding,  however,  his  position  untenable,  he 
adopted  Baptist  views,  and  subsequently  served 
in  the  ministry  of  the  latter  denomination.

BIiUXTDEIi,  Thomas. — A  minister  in  England 
who,  with  Carey,  Fuller,  Ryland  and  others,  held 
the  famous  meeting  at  Kettering,  at  which  the 
Baptist  Missionary  Society  was  formed  Oct.  2, 
1792.  In  1793  he  succeeded  Rev.  R.  Hall,  Sr.,  at 
Arnsby,  Leicestershire,  where  he  remained  eleven 
years.  Later  he  ministered  to  churches  at  Luton, 
Bedfordshire,  and  Keighley,  Yorkshire.

BRAND,  Mrs.  Clara  A.  Sands — This  lady, 
whose  name  before  her  marriage  was  Sands,  was 
born  at  Southport,  now  a  part  of  Elmira,  Che- 
mung Co.,  N.Y.,  July  27,  1844.

BRAND,  James  Cassie — A  missionary  in  Japan, 
born  at  Aberdeen,  Scotland,  September  6,  1848.

BROWN,  Archibald  Geikie — Perhaps  few  Chris- 
tian workers  enjoy  the  singular  honor  accorded 
to  Mr.  Brown,  the  well-known  founder  of  the 
East  London  Tabernacle.  He  was  born  at  Brix- 
ton Hill,  London,  July  18,  1844,  and  received  his 
education  at  Brighton.  He  entered  the  Pastors' 
College  in  1862,  at  the  same  time  acting  as  pastor 
of  the  church  at  Bromley,  Kent.  After  four  years 
spent  here  he  removed  to  Stepney  Green,  in  the 
East  of  London,  where  the  work  fostered  by  him 
grew  so  rapidly  that  in  1872  the  East  London 
Tabernacle  was  opened.  This  building  accommo- 
dated nearly  3,000  persons,  and  on  Mr.  Brown's 
retirement  in  1897,  after  thirty  years  of  con- 
tinuous service,  the  church  had  grown  from  about 
250  to  nearly  2,500  members.  Since  that  period 
Mr.  Brown  has  been  pastor  at  Chatsworth  Road, 
West  Norwood,  London,  until  1907,  when  he  be- 
came co-pastor  with  Thomas  Spurgeon  at  Metro- 
politan Tabernacle,  and  afterwards  sole  pastor, 
remaining  there  until  1910.

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BUNYAN,  John — Perhaps  no  writer  of  modern 
times  has  in  spirit  and  expression  so  nearly  ap- 
proached tiie  apostolic  models  as  the  immortal 
dreamer  of  Bedford,  whose  name  is  to-day  revered 
by  the  universal  church  of  Christ.  But  a  few 
facts  can  be  given  of  him  here.  John  Bunyan 
was  horn  at  Elstow,  in  Bedfordshire,  England,  in 
the  vear  1028.  His  early  life  appears  to  have 
been  spent  in  neglect  of  his  opportunities,  and 
it  is  not  until  after  his  conversion  that  the  real 
man  conies  fully  to  our  view.  It  is  said  he 
served  in  the  army  during  the  parliamentary 
war  and  shortly  after  married.  He  was  baptized 
in  the  year  1655,  bv  Rev.  John  Gifford,  and  soon 
began  to  preach.  After  the  accession  of  Charles 
II.  in  1660,  Bunyan  with  many  other  godly  men 
suffered  persecution.  "  He  was  arrested  for  no 
other  crime  than  that  of  preaching  the  truth 
in  Christ,  and  kept  in  prison  for  twelve  years. 
From  his  published  writings  it  would  seem  he 
did  not  wholly  lose  this  period,  as  no  doubt  his 
retirement  tended  to  concentrate  his  spiritual 
thought,  and  greatly  aided  him  in  producing 
those  finished  masterpieces  of  Christian  experi- 
ence, which  only  his  training  could  bring  out  in 
so  perfect  a  form.  His  later  years  appear  to 
have  been  given  to  active  ministerial  service 
chiefly  in  Bedford  and  London.  He  died  in  the 
latter  city,  Aug.  31,  1688.

BURNHAM,  John — A  noted  English  evangelist, 

great  grandson  ol  Richard  Burnham,  born  at 
Cranbrook,  Kent,  January  26,  1849.  In  his  youth 
he  displayed  rare  musical  gifts,  and  after  his 
conversion  these  were  turned  to  good  account  in 
the  Lord's  service.  He  professed  religion  in 
1869,  and  four  years  later  entered  the  Pastors 
College,  London.  From  1874  to  1877  he  was  pas- 
tor at  Fivehead,  Somersetshire,  but  from  this 
period  he  gave  himself  fully  to  evangelistic  work.

BURNS,  D.D.,  Dawson — A  distinguished  min- 
ister and  temperance  lecturer  in  England,  born 
in  Southwark,  London,  December  22,  1828.  His 
father,  Rev.  Jabez  Burns,  D.D.,  became  pastor  of 
the  Baptist  cause  in  Church  Street,  Edgeware 
Road,  London,  in  1835,  and  here  the  son  grew 
to  manhood.  In  1847  he  entered  the  Baptist 
College  at  Leicester,  and  four  years  later  set- 
tled as  pastor  at  Salford.  Soon  Mr.  Burns  re- 
moved to  London  to  become  secretary  of  the  Na- 
tional Temperance  Society,  at  the  same  time  as- 
sisting his  father  in  the  pastorate  of  the  church 
on  Edgeware  Road.

BURNS,  D.D.,  Jabez — An  eminent  minister  in 
England,  born  in  Oldham,  Lancashire,  Dec.  18, 
1805.  After  a  few  years  spent  in  London  he 
went  in  the  latter  part  of  1829  to  Leith,  Scotland, 
and  a  little  later  settled  at  Perth,  where  he  soon 
became  steadily  engaged  in  preaching  and  lec- 
turing. In  1834  he  returned  to  London  to  be- 
come pastor  of  the  church  at  St.  Marylebone,  and 
here  for  many  years  his  influence  in  all  Chris- 
tian efforts  was  distinctly  felt  and  appreciated.

Evans  went  out  from  England  near  the  close  of 
1819,  accompanied  by  their  wives.  In  June,  1820, 
they  reached  Bencoolen,  and  here  and  at  Sebolga, 
in  association  with  N.  M.  Ward,  Mr.  Burton  con- 
tinued to  labor  among  the  Battak  people  until 
Aug.,  1825,  when  on  account  of  disturbances  on 
the  island  he  withdrew  to  Calcutta,  afterwards 
settling  at  Digah.  Mrs.  Burton  had  become  es- 
pecially proficient  in  the  Battak  language  and 
her  removal  from  Sumatra  seems  to  have  been 
a  great  loss.

CAREY,  D.D.,  William.— This  distinguished 
missionary  and  translator  of  the  scriptures  was 
born  in  Paulerspury,  Northampton,  England,  Aug. 
17,  1761.  His  early  training  had  been  under  Epis- 
copalian influences,  but  on  being  converted  when 
twenty-two  years  of  age,  he  was  baptized  by  Dr. 
Ryland,  and  united  with  the  Baptist  Church.  His 
first  years  in  the  ministry  were  spent  at  Moulton, 
where  he  also  worked  at  the  shoemaker's  bench 
to  support  his  family.  Afterwards  he  removed 
to  Leicester,  and  from  this  place  he  went  in  1793 
in  company  with  Dr.  John  Thomas  to  India.  Five 
years  later  Joshua  Marshman,  William  Ward  and 
two  others  left  England  to  co-operate  with  them 
in  Bengal.  They  made  their  headquarters  at 
Serampore,  a  Danish  village  on  the  banks  of  the 
Hoogly,  about  fifteen  miles  from  Calcutta,  and 
here  for  many  years  conducted  the  school  and 
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mission  press  which  have  ever  been  associated 
with  their  names.  Dr.  Carey,  in  addition  to  his 
regular  preaching  and  translation  work,  filled 
with  great  credit,  the  Sanscrit  professorship  in 
the  College  of  Fort  William.  How  he  performed 
his  immense  literary  labors,  while  busied  with 
the  cares  of  teaching,  is  one  of  the  marvels  of 
modern  missionaries  and  instructors.  God  spared 
him  to  see  issued  from  the  Serampore  press  212,- 
000  copies  of  the  Scriptures,  in  whole  or  in  part, 
in  forty  different  languages.  Although  in  a  warm 
and  unhealthy  climate,  he  reached  the  ripe  age  of 
seventy-three,  dying  June  9,  1834.
